Filmmaker Gary Kurtz was the producer of Star Wars and Star 
Wars: The Empire Strikes Back, as well as American Graffiti, Return 
to Oz and Dark Crystal. He received two Academy Award nomi- 
nations for Best Picture (for American Graffiti and Star Wars), and 
also served as vice president of Lucasfilm from its creation in 1973 


through 1981. Working very closely with George Lucas, he was 
instrumental in developing the Star Wars trilogy and bringing the 
first two blockbuster films to the silver screen. During the pro- 
duction of the Star Wars films, and in the years since the release, 
Mr. Kurtz has amassed a huge personal archive of original Star 
Wars production props, paperwork and publicity material from 
around the world. 


Film historian Jason Joiner met Gary Kurtz in 1993, and in 1996 
they created the Kurtz/Joiner Archive to preserve Star Wars his- 
tory for future generations. As part of their on-going work, Mr. 
Joiner has interviewed over 200 members of the original cast 
and crew over the past ten years who worked on the trilogy or 
were closely associated with the production. Since its inception, 
the Kurtz/Joiner Archive has collected and currently maintains 
hundreds of thousands of original production artifacts and memo- 
rabilia from Star Wars and other Gary Kurtz films. 


To help fund further acquisitions and for the restoration/preser- 
vation of various pieces in the archive, certain items have been 
selected for de-accession.

PROFILES IN HISTORY 


DeEaTH STAR SURFACE SECTION MINIATURES. The following 
miniature panels were used to add detailing to the Death Star 
trench and the surface of the special effects model by ILM effects 
technician Joe Johnston. According to Johnston in the Star Wars 
Sketchbook, “The bulk of the Death Star models were derived from 
six modular but very different two-foot-square miniature panels that 
were molded in high density foam. These pieces could be cut apart and 
rearranged to form endless variations of surface. The reproduction of these 
modules in two smaller sizes provided additional shots, seemingly from 
higher altitudes.” The effects department then dressed the Death 
Star surface with these sections, and the set piece was then used 
to film the X-wing and TIE fighter dogfight sequences from the 
climax of the film. The six different sections are each presented 
here, mounted on custom plaques with technical drawings of their 
Death Star use. Each comes from the Kurtz / Joiner Archive, and 
will come with a letter of authenticity from the Archive signed by 
Jason Joiner.

(TCE 1980) This Darth Vader hero lightsaber 
was created by the art department, headed by property master Frank Bruton, during production of The Empire Strikes Back. There were 
several versions of Vader's saber created for this movie, the first of which was based on a 1930s-era MPP flash gun. However, as produc- 
tion progressed several of these sabers turned up missing (probably taken by souvenir hunters and fans of the first Star Wars film who were 
working on the production), so more had to be produced to replace the missing ones. As MPP flash guns had been out of production for 
many years and were already hard to find, the prop department had to create sabers out of whatever was available, and in the end were 
compelled to use simple metal tubing, according to producer Gary Kurtz. This is one of those later-produced Darth Vader lightsabers, and 
it seems to be made out of an existing flash gun with the top section of a Graflex flash gun added. 


The saber has been well-used and at one time lost one of the black plastic grips around the handle. It has been repaired using a shorter 
grip with an extra section added, and this replacement is actually one of the grips used on Luke Skywalker’s lightsaber (the Luke version 
from The Empire Strikes Back). A small hole is visible on the replacement grip where the rivet would have been located if it had been 
used on the Luke saber. The repair was most likely done by a standby prop man on set, who fixed the saber with whatever pieces were 
at hand at the time. 


This Darth Vader lightsaber comes directly from the archive of Star Wars and Empire Strikes Back producer Gary Kurtz, and was originally 
kept in a cardboard box marked “DV SABER ESB”.

Lots 397 to 405 were originally acquired from the estate of 
Pepito Peréz (1898-1975), an entertainer known as “The Spanish 
Clown”, who was an old fishing buddy of Desi Arnaz and helped 
the couple form a husband-and-wife act in 1950. At the time, 
Lucille Ball, then known primarily as a B-movie actress and radio 
personality, feared that her nine-year marriage to band leader Desi 
Arnaz was doomed unless the two could find a way to forge a 
performance-based life together. She once wistfully remarked that 
she’d only spent a cumulative total of one and % years together 
with Desi throughout their marriage, due to his hectic touring 
schedule. Lucy turned to Pepito to help them create a stage act, 
and “The Spanish Clown” delivered. During the month of March, 
1950, Lucy and Desi sequestered themselves in a hotel to learn 
original comic routines created for them by Pepito and Buster 
Keaton, practicing for hours each day before taking their new 
act on the road. They were received well, and the couple soon 
signed with CBS to produce a pilot for their new husband-and- 
wife show, based on Pepito’s comedic skits. The rest, of course, is 
history. 


Offered here are selected items from the estate of Pepito Peréz, 
including a number of letters and notes from Lucy and Desi 
expressing their heartfelt gratitude to this dear friend and 
Vaudevillian entertainer — the person most responsible for their

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398. PROP CELLO USED BY LUCILLE BALL IN THE PILOT EPISODE OF I 
Love Lucy. (CBS-TV, 1951-57) In the Spring of 1951, a revolution- 
ary new form of television entertainment was born when Lucille Ball 
— better known for her more serious film roles — and her husband Desi 
Arnaz appeared in the pilot episode of a new show that would ulti- 
mately become known as I Love Lucy. This very first incarnation of the 
“situation comedy” or “‘sit-com” pioneered the use of the three-camera 
format, and featured a plot that was firmly rooted in Vaudevillian stage 
comedy. 


In the pilot episode, Lucy finds a way to join Ricky on-stage — her 
shot at becoming a “star” — which would be a recurring theme of the 
series throughout the years. Her opportunity came when she managed 
to replace “Pepito the Clown”, one of Desi’s side-kicks, when Pepito 
had an accident on-stage during rehearsal. But the role of the clown 
required more than Lucy’s usual ad-libbing and shenanigans, and later 
that evening she discovers that she’ll have to play the cello as part of the 
act! Hilarity ensues when she pulls a stool, a plunger (used as a make- 
shift instrument stand), and a bow in quick succession from a secret 
compartment in the back of the cello. Of course, Lucy has no idea how 
to play the cello, and at one point she nearly impales the derriére of her 
loving husband with the bow! 


Pepito custom-made this trick cello for his own act, and loaned it to 
Lucy and Desi when they initially decided to put an act together and 
take it on the road — a “road-test”, if you will, to prove to the networks 
that they could succeed as a husband-and-wife comedy team. Lucy 
and Desi used the cello during the trial runs of their stage act, and then 
incorporated the cello into the pilot as the central “gag” prop. 


As it appears in the pilot episode, the cello, presented here, is a real musi- 
cal instrument that has been customized by Pepito with a section cut 
out of the back side which conceals the stool, plunger and bow, all of 
which are still present. It also comes with a vintage oiler and a fingerless 
glove, used by Pepito for his stage act. The cello is housed in its original 
wooden travel case, and remains in excellent condition considering its 
age and stage-use by Lucy and Desi. 


The cello is also accompanied with a photocopy of a page from the 
October 18, 1952 issue of Collier’, in which Lucy is shown playing this 
cello in the pilot episode, as well as an original Western Union telegram 
from Lucy and Desi to Pepito dated June 4, 1950, which reads “Dear 
Pepito El Magnifico Act opened big musician hit with million dollar prop cello 
the hit of my offering we love you very much and appreciate you even more.” 
The couple sent this congratulatory telegram to Pepito shortly after 
their first live performance with the cello, clearly pleased with its effect 
on the audience. 


An exceptional piece of television history, this fantastic prop was a key 
component in the formation of one of the most famous comedy teams 
to ever grace the airwaves. This cello ushered in the era of the sit-com, a 
staple of television programming for over 50 years, and is truly deserving 
of the nickname coined by Lucy in 1950 — the “million dollar cello”.

There were two of these sign- 
posts made for the show, one 


zi used on the soundstage at 
Twentieth Century-Fox, and one kept at the exterior location 
in Malibu known as the Fox Ranch (now a part of Malibu State 
Park). During the final season, a brush fire at the Ranch burned 
all of the exterior sets, consuming the exterior signpost and most 
of the set dressings and props. Since the interior props and set 
dressings were safe at the Studio, any set dressings needed by the 
production crew were shuttled back and forth from the sound- 
stage to the Ranch during the filming of the last episodes. 


Under these circumstances, it then became necessary to use the 
interior, pristine signpost at the Ranch. As it was not built to 
withstand exterior dampness, the sign gradually deteriorated, and 
a new one was fabricated for specific outdoor use. The new sign- 
post appeared only briefly in the last three episodes of the series, 
and also in the series finale. 


After the show wrapped production, the sets were dismantled and 
donated to the Smithsonian. Being in much better condition, the 
new signpost was given to the Smithsonian and became a featured 
part of the exhibit. 


The signpost presented here is the original, interior signpost that 
was later used on the exterior sets after the brush fire. During 
its extensive and varied use, it shows evidence of weathering as 
incurred during the last season of M*A*S*H when used outdoors 
at the Ranch. However, this signpost saw most of its screen-time 
protected on the soundstage at Fox, and can be clearly seen and 
positively identified in a host of episodes. 


The individual wooden signs are each approx. 28-36 in. in length, 
and are currently detached from the pole. Represented “home- 
towns” are: Tokyo, Seoul, Death Valley, Coney Island, Burbank, 
Indianapolis, Honolulu, Decatur, San Francisco and Boston. The 
black lettering on each is in various states of deterioration, but 
each sign is quite legible and easily recognizable as part of the 
M*A*S*H signpost. The center pole is approximately 83 in. tall, 
and mounted to a metal base (which exhibits general rusting), 
designed for firm anchoring on the set. 


Dubbed an “icon” of film and television by the Smithsonian, this 
signpost is one of the most important pieces of television history 
ever offered at public auction. With its companion piece (a sign- 
post with very limited on-screen use) now a permanent part of 
the Smithsonian’s collection, this is a rare opportunity to own the 
most extensively-filmed hometown signpost from the series — an 
original part of the M*A*S*H legacy and a prop that has since 
become an instantly-identifiable piece of Americana.

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THE HELEN MONNETTE AMESTOY SIGNATURE COLLECTION. 


Mr. Orra Eugene Monnette (1873-1936) was the President of Citizen’s Trust Bank and a civic leader, lawyer, genealogist, poet and a promi- 
nent person in his own right, when in August of 1920 he began requesting autographs of any and all prominent people of the world for his 
newly born daughter, Miss Helen Hull Monnette. He sought and obtained the autographs for his daughter during the first year of her life, as 
a way of creating an educational tool that, when she became of age, would encourage Miss Monnette to learn about the diverse and exciting 
world into which she was born. 


Mr. Monnette went on to become the founder and president of the Bank of America of California, which was merged into A.P. Giannini’s 
collection of branch banks. He helped Giannini to spread branch banking from northern California to southern California, and provided the 
name, Bank of America, for one of the largest banks in the world today. 


Miss Monnette grew up to become a prominent librarian in California and the collector of one of the largest private collections of cat books 
in the USA, the Helen Monnette Amestoy Collection, which was recently donated to the Arne Nixon Center for the Study of Childdren’s 
Literature at the California State University at Fresno. 


The following lots of original autographs form the heart of this extensive collection. Each respondent to Mr. Monnette’s request penned his 


or her signature neatly on a 3 % in. x 2 % in. autograph card. The signatures were then collected and mounted in an album for convenient 
storage. All date from 1920-21, and many are actually dated in the hand of the signer. Each signature remains in fine condition, with many 
handsome examples in near pristine condition. All exhibit some evidence of mounting remnants on either the verso (most) or recto (a few) 
from original placement in the album. 


The collection is an impressive roll call of important figures in early 20" century history, and are offered here either individually or in small 
thematic groupings.
